Fanning and Penrhyn islands in this 
locality not long ago bad the British flag 
hoisted over them and near the latter two 
new acquisitions, which lie in about 10° 
south latitude and 160° west longitau*. 
There is some plausibility in tbe theory 
that they are annexed with a view to pos- 
sibly making them stations in the proposed 
ocean cable line between British Colombia 
and Australia, although they (ire rather far 
east of a direct roote from Honolulu to the 
Fijis, or even from the former point to 
Samoa by way of Fanning island. 


The bureau of animal industry has op- 


portunely published a report of the nnm- 
bsr and value of cattle in the United States 
for 1887 and 1888. 
In conjunction with 


the examination now being made by tbe 
Senate teef investigating committee the 
report will be o! great value in determin- 
ing questions. It will certainly open tbe 
eye* of many people to learn that since 
1885 the Dumber of cattle in th« country 
devoted *o the beef supply increased from 
seventeen millions to nearly forty-nine 
millions. This strengthens the position of 
those who claim that tbe low price of cat- 
U» if dn« to over-prediction. The deduc- 
tions of the Government experts, however, 
are to the effect that the price of corn and 
the mean price of hogs in companion tiitb 
that of steers to a measure effect* the price 
of cattle. This is a suggestion which the 
Senate committee should not fail to make 
nm of for what.it is worth in continuing 
its inquiry into the-dressed beef industry. 


All the South American nations, wiib 


the single exception of San Domingo, h»ve 
signified their inten'iin of accepting the 
invitation issued by this Government to 
participate in a Congress composed of 
American nations called for the purpose of 
discussing the trade relations of tbe var- 
ious countries. The reason San Domingo 
refuses to come is bacause the United 
States Senate failed several Tears ago to 
ratify a treaty negotiated by representatives 
from that country. Tbe San Domingo 
people make a mistake, but they will 
realize the fact 1000 enough without our 
telling them.

Lately 
Mr, Ayres has picked up an exceeding fine 
ot ot mares, and now the stallion is being 
mated to such aa he should have bad years 
ago. With his slenaer chances he has 
proved a marvel, he being the sire of Gos 
Wilkes, 2:22, Alpheus, 2:27, and Balkan, 
J:29%. The latter, who is now only a 4- 
vear-old, made his record last season, un- 
ler the most adverse circumstances, hav- 
ing been sick the entire year with a form 
jf epizootic, from which he has not alto- 
gether recovered yet. II by any chance he 
should get his speed before the season ends 
. number of seconds will be knocked from 
ais present record. As he ia one of the 
best gaited horses seen tbis season, grace- 
ful, and with easy action, he is the typical 
idea of a trotting horse and might with or- 
nnary luck ooine very near touching the 
'twenty mark." Gus Wilkea is at present 
mder the weather, but it will be simply n 
inestion of days until he is seen on the 
rack aguio, and his trainer and driver, 
reports him improving wonderfully.

This is an action wherein the plaintiff 


•eeks, by the equitable interposition of the 
Court, to have the defendant, as County 
Superintendent ai aforesaid, perpetually 
enjoined from drawing his warrant on the 


certificate for Ny« county—any •niitling 
him to a warrant for his salary at inch 
teacher. 
It may be added—not as necessary to the 


decision of the case, but for public infor- 
mation — that, the Compilation of the 
School Laws of the State, in 1889, by Hon. 
W. 0. Dorey, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, contains some pro*i«- 
ons which ore not law; namely: all of sec- 
iona one, two, three and four, on pp. 4 
and 5; and all of article X, commencing on 
>age 20; and possibly other parts thereof,

More Point*. 


lu the discussion of the question of the 


use of the State Fair Grounds by the Ex- 
periment Station there are two points that 
it would be well for ait to consider, aad 
which has not yet been mentioned.

of ground at its command, such as the -use 
of the Fair Grounds would give, it could 
and wonld make an exhibit at the Fair that 
would be worth hundreds of dollars to the 
State Agricultural Society. This would be 
accomplished in the very larga display of 
farm and garden products, embracing 
nearly every variety of each particular kind 
of grain and vegetable* that can be grown 
here, whether profitably or not. Also 
samples of crops grown under different 
methods of treatment, exhibiting the efftot 
of treatment upon each.

of these exhibits, grown for the purpose of 
laming the characterises of the different 
varieties and means of treating, would be 
worth hundreds of pages of descriptive 
gutter to the vinitiog farmers. 


The Station Is in possession of the name 


•ad Postoffloe address of every farmer, 
herdsman aod gardener in the State. A 
circular addressed to each, explaining some- 
thing of the scope of the work done at the 
Station daring the season, and the extent 
ol (be exhibit that would be made from 
this, would undoubtedly swell the attend- 
ant* at the Fair. That the use of the 
grounds by the Experiment Station would 
be a great advantage to both the Agricul 
tnral Society and the Station, and with less 
outlay than would be involved in having 
them separated, no thoughtful nan can 
doubt.

Treasurer of Nye county, in tavor of one 
Bert Sweeney, alias A. B. Sweeney, for a 
certain sum of money, claimed to be due 
to him for services as teacher of the Public 
School, in Backwater School Distric*, In 
said County, dnripg the current year, and 
prior to the commencement of this action. 


Various reasons are urged why, under 


the law, the plaintiff should prevail, none 
of which are good, or need be here dis- 
cussed, under the facts and the evidence, 
excepttheone, to wit: That said Sweeney, 
when be commenced to tench, and while 
he langht said school, bad no legal certifi- 
cate of good moral character and qualifica- 
tion to teach the same, and hia employment 
so to do was illegal and void. 


On the 13th day of November, 1886, he,j 


said Sweeney, obtained from the County j 
Board of Examination, of Eureka county a 
certificate of good moral diameter, und of 
qualification to teach a grammar school. 
It was also expressed in said certificate 
that it should be good for two years from 
and after its date unless sooner revoked for 
good cause shown. It has also an indorse- 
ment thereon, made July 14, 1888, by the 
State Board of Education, making it good 
in all counties of the State—if said Board 
has the power so to do. But that endorse- 
ment did not profess or attempt to extend 
tht. time for which, by its own terms, it 
was to be good, that is, in force. 


If said certificate is valid, or was, when 


said Sweeney commenced teaching said 
school, it must derive its life from the 
Act entitled "An Act to amend an Act 
entitled 'An Act to provide for the main- 
tenance and supervision of Public Schools,' 
approved March 20,1865," approved March 
12, 1885. 


The Court is of the opinion—arrived at 


with great reluctance—that said Act is 
unconstitutional and void, hence, that its 
provisions have no bearing upon the 
validity of said certificate. 


It must be borne in mind that said Act 


of March 12, 1885, proposes, by its title, 
only to amend. It is silent as the Sphinx 
as to any intention to supplement. And 
in the body of the Act it buoglmgly 
attempts to amend only sections 2 and 3 of 
the Act of March 20, 1865. It makes no 
allusion to the fact, in title or parview, 
that said sections 2 and 3 had been 
amended by "An Act amendatory of an 
Act entitled 'Aa Act to provide for the 
maintenance and supervision of Public 
Schools,' 
approved March 20, 1865," 


approved March 8, 1867. Se» Stats, of 
1867, 
poge 89. 


If it was desired by the legislature to 


change suiil sections 2 and 3 from their 
reading and effect, as given by the amend- 
ments thereof made by said Act of 1867, 
that intention should, in coma phio 
manner, have been stated in the last 
amendatory Act, that of 1885; bat it is not 
hinted at, on the contrary too Act o.' 1885 
goes on, by its plain terms, to amend the 
said sections 2 and 3 of tbe original Act, 
as if they had never been aruendea! thus 
amending sections which bad loug been 
repealed, at least, lu any event snpplauted. 


The amendatory part of the Act ol 


March 12, l'885, neither by title uor body 
has any allusion to the Act beginning on 
page 156, Stats, of 1873, which professes 
to amend said section 3 of the Act of 
March 20, 1865. 


Our State Constitution, Art. 4, See. 17, 


says: "Each law enacted by the Legisla 
tore shall embrace but one subject and 
matter 
properly connected 
therewith 


which subject shall be briefly expressed in 
the title; and no law shall faa revised 01 
amended by reference to its title only, but 
in such case, the Act as revised or section 
as amended, sha'l be re-enacted anc 
published at length." The Constitution 
ot Indiana contains a section which is, in 
substance, the game as above quoted from 
ours. And the Supreme Court of Indiana 
in passing upon just such Acts as the one 
of 1885, now under consideration, has 
condemned them as void, in unmistakable 
terms. Let us see what that Court says 
in one of many cases bearing upon this 
question. In 1884, in the case of Feibel- 
man vs. The State, it is said: 
"It is well 


settled by the decisions of this Court that, 
where a section of a statute id amended it 
ceases to exist, and is superceded by the 
section as amended. It is also well settled 
that, an Act of the Legislature which 
attempts to amend a section of a statute 
which has already been amended, is 
unconstitutional 
and void." 
See 
98 


Indiana Reports, page 516, in which that 
Court cites nine other cases previously 
decided by it, bearing upon the same point. 
See also State vs. Hallock, 19 Nev., 384, 
and eases therein cited. 


But the provisions of all of sections 4 


and 5 of the Act of March 12, 1885, are 
subject to another serious and fatal crili 
cism. They are original and not amend' 
atory. Being original, if they amount to 
anything it is because they were intended 
to be supplementary to the Act (Schoo 
Law) 
of March 12, 1885, does not, in ill 


title, propose to supplement anything, oni 
the original matter contained in sections 4 
and 5 ot that Act are not "matter properly 
connected with" the "one subject" of tha 
Act, as set-out in its title. 


It is manifest, therefore, that the entir 


Aot of March 12, 1885, is unconstitntiona 
and void; and certificates to teachers ca 
only be isined tinder the Aot, section 12 
of 1873. 
See Statutes of 1873, page 161 


Under that aeotion, certificates of the firs 
grade are only good for two years, an 
those of the second grade for one yea; 
And it follows thai, said Sweeney had no 
when he began teaching said school, an 
had net while he taught it, any leg 


instances. This last statement is not in 
anywise intended as a reflection upon our 
worthy Snperintendent, for he is not a 
professional lawyer, and has, in good faith, 
ompUed what he found in the Statute 
books, and believed to be operative law. 


Perhaps, by liberal construction, the 


Amendatory Act of 1873, Stats, page 156, 
may be held constitutional, if so, it governs 
he State Board of Education; see sect. 1; 
and the issuance and duration of Country 
ioard certificates; see sect. 12. 


It follows that the temporary injunction 


should be made perpetual by a judgment 
as prayed for in the con plaint. Counsel 
or plaintiff will prepare and submit find- 
ngs of fact and conclusions of law, and a 
ecree in accordance therewith.

Unless otberwlce ordered by the Board, no bone 
il qualified to be entered in an; Ulitrlct race that 
has not been owned and kept In the District six (.6) 
months prior to the day of the race, and any entry 
by any person of any disqualflled hone •ball be 
hoM liable for the entrance fee contracted, without 
any right to compete for a pane, and ahall be held 
liable to penalties prescribed by the National As- 
soclatlon and Rules of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety and expulsion from tbe Association. 


If, in tbe opinion of the Judges, any race cannot 
be completed on the closing day of the Fair, it 
may be continued or declared off at the option of 
the Judges. 


In all races noted above, five or more paid up 


entries required to fill and three or more hoiMto 
start, Out the Board reserves tbe right to hold en- 
tries and start a race with a lesa number and de- 
duct a proportionate amount ef (be port*. 


When less than the required number of starters 


appear they may contest for the entrance money, 
to be divided u follows: 66fs to tbe first and W« 
to the second.

of each day's races. 


A ny person not Intending to atari hie bone mult

by consent of the Judges, 


For a walk-over'Jn any race a hone shall be en- 
titled only to nil own entrance fee and one-half of 
tut entrance received from tbe other entries for 
said purse; and a bone winning a race entitled to 
first money only, except when distancing the field, 
then entitled to first and third moneyi only. A 
hone wlni but one money under any other cir- 
cumstances.
